JN. 1647 an Agreement was made between the moft 


erene Houfe of Holftein-Gottorp and the Chap- 
ter of Lubeck ; by which the Chapter, in Confide- 


- gation of the Pains and Expence the Houfe of Got- 


torp had been at to fave them from being feculariz'd, 


ongeg’d to take 6 roomy of that Houle. 
“This Agreement has treated, 


a Writing 
ublifh'd fome Months ago, as fu jous, or at 
eaft contrary to the Canon Laws, as extingwith'd 

Jong ago ; whence the Author infers, that neither the 


. King of Denmark, nor the Guarantees of the Treaty 


of Travendahl in which this Affair was regulated, 
ate under any Obligation concerning it. This bold 
Pofition was prefently refuted by a Piece that clearly 
proves the contrary. ; 

The adverfe Party feeing that Battery ruin’d, have 
rais'd another. The Danes having made feveral Ac- 


_ tempts to difturb the Honfe of Gottorp in their 
‘Right acquir'd by the faid Agreement, and actually 


doing fo at prefent, are juftly apprehenfive the Gua- 
santees will be requir'd to executesthe Guaranty, 


‘and that they will execute it accordingly, fufficient 


Caule being given by Prince Charles of Denmark’s 
taking upon him the Title of Coadjutor, and the 
Danes acknowledging him as fuch. To ward off 
this Blow, they have bethoughr themfelves of plead- 
ing, That the Affair is in Suit before the Aulick 
‘Council ; and this they endeavour to prove one 
Proceedings of the Court of Vienna, and by Orders 
of bis Imperial Majefty iffued in Confequence of 
thoie Proceedings ; whence they conclude, that 
‘would be interrupting the Courfe of Juftice for the 
Guarantees to meddle in the Matter, before the Au- 
liek Counci! have pronounc’d a ve Sentence. 

Bat to this tis anfwer’d, That the Houfe of Got- 
sorp ‘has never engag’d in any Suit with Denmark on 


‘this: Subje@& before his Imperial Majefty. And if 


before the Peace of Travendabl they carry’d an 
Prdcefs before the Aulick Council, "twas a Proce 
only between the faid moft ferene Honfe and the 
‘Chapter, when at the Inftigation of the Danes fome 
Canons endeavour'd to difengage the faid Chapter 
from the Obligation 
ment. 
‘What is more, his Imperial Majefty having feen 
the "Engagement the Chapter had entred into, 
rox only approve and eonfirm it, bur by his Refcript 
ofjaly 28. 1700, mark’d (A.) exprefly order’d them 
to execute it by pesnesing without Delay to the 
Nomination of a Prince of the faid Houle to the 
Géadjutorthip. Immediately after, that is to fay in 
Awguft the fame Year, the Peace of Travendahl 
was made. And the Guarantees and Mediators be- 
ingowell inform’d of all thar Denmark had done to 
that Time-to deprive the Houfe of Gottorp of their 
Right to the faid Bithoprick, and defiring to obviate 
the: Troubles thar threaten'd the Circle of lower 
Saxony, engag’d Denmark to promife by that Treaty 
not to difturb directly or indire@tly the Houfe of 
in the faid Right. | 5 
Bur thar Promife was foon forgor, for the Year 
following, when the Chapter in purfuance of the 
forefaid Order of his Imperial Majefty, proceeded to 
the Nomination of a-Coadjutor, the Danes fo ma- 
nag'd the Matter that after his Highnefs the moft 
ferene Prince Chriftian Auguftus of Slefwig Holftein 
was pominated in the Chapter, and fome of the 
Canons were gone away, others of them affembled 
in a private Houfe and proclaim’d Prince Charles of

y the faid Agree- 


Denmark Coadjutor, againft his Imperial Maiefty’s 
_ Denmark prefently made Application ro the Au- 
lick Council, to have that pretended Election con- 
firm’d, and obtain’d a Citation to be fent to the 
Duke at that Time Regent to repair to Vienna to 
defend the Caufe of the Prince his Brother. 

The Duke caus'd a Reprefentation to be made to 
the Imperial Court, that the Engagement the King 
of Denmark had enter'd into by the Peace of Tra- 
vendah!, did not allow him to meddle in any man- 
ner with that Affair, that it was fully decided by the 
faid Peace, and that therefore it covld noc be fub- 

ted to a new Decifion. He befoughr his Im- 
perial Majefty to forbid the Aulick Council, to take 
Cognizance of it : and folemnly protefted againit all 
that the faid Council had done or might do in it ; 
And remonftrated befides to his faid Majefty thar the 
Nomination of the Prince his Brother was conform- 
able to his Order, namely co that of July 28, 1700, 
beforemention’d, and that therefore bis Majefty was 
doubly oblig’d to maintain ir. - 

Accordingly his Impeiral Majefty having mature- 
’. and thoroghly confider’d the Cafe,did on the 3d of 

wne 1702. declare himfelf upon it, in the Manner 


that appears by the Piece mak’d (B.) And there the 
Matter refts. 


From all this ’tis evident, that ‘tis no longer a 
Caufe depending before the Aulick Council, and 
therefore that no Decifion is to be expected from that 
Council, feeing his Imperial Majefty has exprefly de- 
clar’d be will abide*by his Order contain'd in tde 
Refcript beforemention’d, and likewife by what was 
afterwards ftipulated in the Treaty of Travendahl. 
So thar this Lis pendens (or Suit depending) alledg’d 
pe the Danes, is no better founded than the pretend- 

Non-Exiftence of the Agreement of 1647. 

But fuppofing it had a Foundation, and that Den- 
matk could prevail with the Emperor, contrary to 
his natural Equity to refer to a new Tryal a Caufe 


already adjudg’d and finally decided ; it would not 


follow from thence that the Guarantees ought not to 


‘meddle in it; on the contrary that is one of the 


Cafes requiring the ao of the Guaranty. 
Denmark promis'd by the Treaty of Travendahi not 
to diftitb the Houfe of Gottorp in this Right direct- 
ly oc indirectly ; and yet by their own Confeffion 
they are doing it, by infifting that there juftly lyes 

the Aulick Council a Suit directly tending to 


‘deprive that Houfe of that Righr. 


~ And after all, what Security would that Treaty 


be to the Houle of Gottorp, if the Execution of it _ 


was to depend on the Determination of the Aulick 
Council ; and if the Guarantees were di(charg’ 
from all Obligation to maintain that Treaty, as foon 
as it fhould pleafe Denmark to fummon the faid 
Honf: before thar Court. 

Wherefore the Family of Gottorp hope they will 
not fuffer themfelves to be diverted from the Execu- 
tion of what they fo folemnly promis’d. And ‘tis 
high Time forthem to take a firm Refolution upon 
it, if they would prevent the Troubles which other- 
wife will arife from this Affair in the Circle of the 
lower Saxony.
